2. The terminal disclaimer filed on 1/16/09 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of a 
patent granted to either one of 10/559730 or 10/507637 has been reviewed and is 
accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither discloses nor teaches the invention as presently 
claimed for the reasons set forth in Applicant's response filed 1/16/09. With regard to 
the instant product claims, it should be further noted that the teaching of Shiraiwa et al 
requires using processing temperatures in isolating Group A saponins which would 
destroy the malonyl isoflavone glycosides desired in the product of Bombardelli et al. It 
would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
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invention to liave modified tlie teaching of Bombardelli et al witli tliat of Shiraiwa et al 
since incorporating sucli clnanges would not facilitate providing a product as called for in 
the instant claims. With regard to the process of instant claim 8, the prior art of record 
does not disclose nor teach the particular order of fractionating isoflavones and 
saponins with specific and differing aqueous ethanol volumes as called for, and it would 
not have been further obvious to have arrived at modifying the invention of Bombardelli 
et al to attain such process since Bombardelli et al employs adsorption and elution 
techniques to remove salts and inactive components and separates isoflavones and 
saponins using very different precipitation techniques.
